JOLLY STREET, §. C.. Aug. 8—

praise were heaped upon the Roose- 
velt administration today as Georgia’s 
Governor Eugene Talmadge, outspoken 
critie of the President’s policies, and 
a host of South Carolina political fig- 
ures addressed Jolly Street's - picnic 
rally. 

The site since 1888 of an annual 
barbecue and political rally by South 
Carolinians who love to follow an old 
custom of gathering for a day of 
speeches and eating, the Jolly Street 
school grove was thronged by 2,000. 

While Talmadge lambasted the ad- 
ministration and was joined in his 
criticism by former Senator Cole L. 

Blease, State Senator Carroll D. Nance 
and Colonel William Harllee. of Dil- 
lon, the President's leadership was 
as vigorously defended by Governor 
Olin D, Johnson, Gary Paschal, Co- 
lumbia, attorney, and J. C. Metts, 
principal of the Jolly Street school. 

lutions Hit Invitation. 

Newberry and Richland county tex- 
tile workers’ organizations last Sunday 
adopted a resolution condemning the 
invitation for Talmadge to speak here 
and there were rumors in this section 
that the Georgia governor might re- 
ceive an unfriendly welcome. 

However, all he received from the 
crowd which included many Georgians 
was a respectful hearing and much ‘ap- 
plause and what fireworks the occa- 
sion produced were largely from the 
platform, furnished by Blease. 

The white-haired former governor 
and senator was master of ceremonies 
and kept the crowd under the spell of

Talmadge, for months a_ bitter 
critic of the president, followed his 
usual vein in assailing the adminis- 
tration and its “brain trusters,” who 
he said were using “hunger, want and 
beggary” to break the constitution.

GENERAL STRIKE VOTED 
N GITHAM PRET 


Unions Will Support Walk- 
out Despite Plea of Gen. 
Johnson. 


NEW YORK Ang. 8.—(#)—Dele- 
gates from most of the city’s building 
trade unions voted tonight to support 
a general strike on all Works Prog- 
ress Administration projects through- 
out the five boroughs. 

The strike, set for tomorrow morn- 
ing, was agreed on as a protest 
against the federal government's “‘se- 
curity wage” scale of $93.50 a month. 

Action was taken despite the pleas 
of General Hugh 8S. Johnson. 

Blaming communists for the strike 
move, he urged: 

Don’t let your- 
selves be used to foul your own nest 
and play a sucker’s. game.” 


HOPKINS CLAIMS JOBS 
FOR TOTAL OF 550,000 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—()— 
Reiterating that the relief administra- 
tion will be liquidated on November 1, 
Harry L. Hopkins said today his 
Works Progress Administration has 
provided jobs for 105,000 persons. 

He said work relief funds were pro- 
viding for an additional 425,000 who 
are members of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps. Other federal departments 
have given employment to 20,000 with 
work relief money, he added. 

Giving jobs to 3,500,000 persons on 
relief rolls was announced as the goal 
of the work relief program when it 
began. 

Hopkins estimated states and local 
governments would provide $600,000,- 
OO to care for their unemployables, 
and to supplement federal funds on 
work projects, during the 12 months 
which began July 1. 

Simultaneously, he fixed a 120-hour 
work month as the minimum on all 
works progress projects except those 
for white collar workers. 

Hopkins reported the total relief 
population declined from 19,250,000 in 
May to 17,987,000 in June. 

Asked if the decision to fix a min- 
imum working month was prompted 
by a strike of employes on works 
progress construction in New York 
city, Hopkins said it had been decided 
upon several days prior to the walk- 
ee 
Insisting the New York city. situa- 
tion was not “complicated,” he added 
“only a handful out of the 100,000 
workers, maybe 200, were on strike.” 

Hopkins said he had received no 
protests from Governor Harold G. 
Hoffman, of New Jersey, against a re- 
duction in direct relief funds for Au- 
gust, but that “we are going to treat 
New Jersey like the rest of the coun- 

” 


He insisted the need for direct re- 
lief was declining because of increased 
private employment and transfers to 
works progress projects. Despite pro- 
tests from Arkansas, he declared he 
would not modify his order requiring 
that state to take over its unemploy- 
ables when the works relief program 
| gets under way. 

He reiterated that. federal aid to 
unemplorables generally will stop No- 
vember 1.

BERKELEY, Cal., Aug. 8.—(UP) 
Living textbooks of the history, the 
manners, and the dress of centuries 
long past might be developed through 
a Holly*7ood experimenter’s success in 
“stop life” freezings, Dr. Robert Cor- 
nish, Berkeley “life after death’ 
scientist, envisioned today. 

Dr. Ralph Willard’s restoration of 
life te a monkey he had chloroformed 
and then frozen several days before 
opens the way to such an amazing 
possibility. Dr. Cornish believes. 

Dr. Willard offers intriguing pos- 
sibilities of his new freezing-and-re- 
viving ‘vrogress, which he expects to 
be “sufficiently perfected to work 
with human beings in two years.” 

These include: 

Freezi: ; felons who have committed 
“long-term” crimes, saving society 
cost of upkeep during imprisonment— 
during which the prisoner would be 
packed away in a cake of ice—and 
possibly bring the criminal back to life 
a better man for his experience. 

Freezing candidates for immortal- 
ity who would like to return to earth 
some time in the distant future to 
tell people how 20th century “bar- 
barians” got along. 

Through Cornish's conception of the 
possibilities of the Willard technique, 
it would be possible to take an aver- 
age man of the present day, maintain 
him in a frozen state, and thaw him 
out to life 1,000 years hence to serve 
as a criterion of his age for the stu- 
dents of that distant future.

Were the Willard method perfected 
years ago, men today would be able 
to see and converse with the soldiers 
who fought in Washington's troops 


and Napoleon’s legions; learn first- 
hand oc: thé frontier Daniel Boone 
penetrated; hear lectures from the in- 
ventors of the mechanical processes 
which r volutionized the world in the 
1830's. : 

“We have known for years that 
one can take young fish and freeze 
them and that they will recover en- 
tirely when thawed out,” Dr. Cornish 
said. “But Dr. Willard is the first to 
do the samé thing with a warm-blood- 
ed animal.” 

Cornish explained that although 
certain features of his and the Holly- 
wood scientist’s work are. the same, 
Cornish is working on means of reviv- 
ing persons after death shock 
and drowning while Willard seeks to 
preserve life by killing germs suscepti- 
ble to freezing. — , 

The Cornish method, used success- 
fully on Lazarus IV. and other dogs, 
involves the use of heparin, a liver 
extract, while Willard depends on in- 
jections of sodium citrate. 

The Cornish experiment, seeking to 
restore lif» after actual death, would 
defeat its own purpose by injecting 
any drug before death and use of such 
a drug would make the method use 
less in event of drowning and similar 
deaths, the Berkeley biologist ex- 
plained.

Sister Mary Irene Murphy, a reli- 
gious worker for 50 years and a mem- 
ber of the Sisters of Mercy, died yes- 
terday at St. Joseph’s infirmary after 
an illness of three years.

Now remember, folks, the operation | 


had already been pronounced success- 
ful. That is to say, the patient was 
| alive and not kicking. Stands to rea- 
son he wouldn't be kicking if he were 
dead, but anyway the federal medical 
inspector branded the thing a huge 
success. 

But the rupture wasn’t cured. 

If the truth were known, the per- 
centage of hernia operations which 
prove futile would rather appall any 
one seeking freedom from this handi- 
cap. At any rate, I should hate to 
submit to an operation for hernia if 
I were subject to the trouble, except 
as a last resort. First I should have 
the ambulant treatment, and if at 
first the injections didn’t succeed I'd 
try a second course of the same treat- 
ment. This view is based on my own 
observation. Take it or leave it. It’s 
your hernia. 

The family doctor found that the 
hernia was pouching in the upper part 


of the inguinal canal and working 


downward through the canal! again, 
though the lower ring was still closed. 
The doctor feared it would be just 
where it was before the operation. 

Here the young man broached the 
subject of ambulant treatment and 
the family doctor behaved quite like 
a quack.

ture in the actual locales where Joa- 
quin rode with his wild bandit army 
in the days of 49. We have visited 
Murphy’s Diggings, Angel's Camp, 
Sawmill Fiat, Chinese Camp, Jackass 
Hill, Sonora, Jimtown and other 
shost towns,” and have brought them 
to life for a day or two each as we 
made scenes. 


Fifteen days ago we struck into 
the wilderness to follow Joaquin’s 
trail to Hidden Valley, his secret 
hide-out in the mountain, and since 
then it has been a matter of rising 
at dawn, dousing the head in a 
bucket of ice water, mounting a 
horse and pounding the trails all day. 

We ran into a pitiful sight a few 
days azo.

From the twentieth cen- 
tury I flew up the stream of history

Ethiopia’s Capital Quiet. 

The evening was quiet. No hysteri- 
cal mobs in the streets here clamoring 
for war; no hourly proclamations. de- 
fying the world and startling the uni- 
verse; nothing but the audible silence 
of Africa. 

When a soldier blew “taps” as I 
got through with the customs and a 
little urchin whimpered by my side 
for baksheesh as he wallowed in the 
mud, when stars came through for 6 
spell and foked like lightships, softly 
swaying in the ether, I knew I was 
back in the east. I bought a donkey 
the first morning, engaged one man 
to lead it and another to drive on from 
behind and one more fellow to chase 
the flies away.

Emperor Accuses Italy of Breaking Four Pacts Relating to 


Ethiopian ‘Integrity and Derides Leagues Arbitration 


for Disregarding

Walwal incident. The ‘basis of the 
conflict remains untouched, ~-and the 
conflict continues. 

Thus, since last December, we have 
marked time on the same spot and 
all that time has been used by Italy 
to arm herself. It.is.to be hoped 
that at the next session of the League 
council, September 4, the question 
will be examined in its entirety, 

It would have been preferable that 
this examination had been started 
during the League council session 
July 31, for it appears as if the ex- 
amination by the council will take a 
number of weeks. 

The procedure undertakén in con- 
formity with the League pact should 
be followed to the end. Ethiopia, 
which asked for this procedure, will 


punctually conform as she has done 
up to the present, 

- Ethiopia did not participate in the 
treaty of 1906. (In the 1906 treaty 
Great Britain, Franee and _ Italy 
agreed to maintain the status quo in 
Ethiopia.) This treaty at the time 
of its conclusion was. in accordance 
with the traditions of the old type of 
diplomacy adopted by the European 
states with regard to Africa. But 
since then the rights of nations have 
changed and the contents of the treaty 
of 1906 must be interpreted hence- 
forth within the framework of the 
 pekcengae of the covenant of the 
szeague of Nations, of which Ethiopia 
is a member. 

Italy’s pretention that she is oc- 
cupying our country in order to ac- 
complish the work of civilization vio- 
lates the League pact. Her design of 
making war violates the Briand-Kel- 
logg anti-war pact and it should be 
noted that it also violates the pro- 
visions of the 1906 treaty guarantee- 
ing the maintenance of the status quo 
in Ethiopia and the safeguarding of 
her territorial integrity. 

War is not a means of civilization, 
and the Italo-Ethiopian treaty of 1928 
itself condemns it. 


MISSION TOLAPAN SET

_ Il Duce gave his orders for secrecy 
in response to queries from foreign 
correspondents for the privilege of 
witnessing the maneuves. ; 

“No foreign newspaperman will be 
allowed,” said his spokesman, who 
laughed when asked if photographers 
would be allowed. It was also said

would be permitted to take pencils 
along when they watth the exercises. 

Well-informed circles said one 
reason for Mussolini's secrecy is a 
natural desire to keep the full power 
of his army from the world until] he 
learns just who his friends are. He 


now apparently faces British hostil- 
ity over his expressed intention of 
reaching a “total solution” of the 
Ethiopian situation. 

One of the arguments of Europe | 
has been that Mussolini cannot send 
great contingents to Africa without 
bleeding to death th. Italian army 
counted upon by England and France 
to exercise a “stabilizing influence” 
in European polities, particularly to 
preserve Austria’s independence 
against nazi Germany.

United States government securi- 
ties. on the other hand. turned a lit- 
tle heavy npon the announcement of 
Secretary Morgenthau that the treas- 
ury on Monday will offer an addi- 
tional issue of $100.000,000 of 20-25- 
year 2 7-8 per cent bonds on a dis- 
count basis to the highest bidder. 

Declines of around half a _ point 
were registered by some of the more 
active federal issues, holders appar- 
ently figuring that the new offer- 
ing, added to those already absorbed, 
might not meet with such a friendly 
reception and that bids could possibly 
he well under the market. It was noted 
at the same time, however, that the 
treasury secretary stated there would 
he ne more long-term issues put out 
thie month.

The federal 
turnover yesterday was only $690,000.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—(£)—Selling 
by commission houses believed to be 
acting for Canadian intérests did a 
good deal today to bring about lower 
prices here for wheat. 

If was emphasized as significant 
that at eastern lake cities of the 
United States, an import basis now 
prevails for high grade wheat from 


Canada. Rains in parts of Argentina, 
together with selling to anticipate 
any bearish surprise in the Washing- 
ton government crop report tomorrow 
tended also to weaken wheat valués. 

After falling 2 1-8 cents a bushel, 
wheat closed nervous at 1-4 to 7-8 
under yesterday’s finish, September 
90 1-8 to 90 1-4, corn unchanged to 
3-4 lower, September 75 1-4 to 75 1-2, 
oats 1-8 to 1-2 off, and provisions 
unchanged to 50 cents down. 

At first, the Chicago wheat mar- 
ket showed an upward trend, not- 
withstanding downturns of Liver- 

ool quotations. Assertions, however, 
rom British sources that the drouth 
in Argentina appeared to be broken 
had a subsequent bearish effect, al- 
though official forecasts said heavy 
general downpours were unlikely. 
Meanwhile, direct cables from Rosa- 
rio, Argentina, said Argentine wheat 
crop prospects are very poor and that 
in Santa Fe and Cordoba provinces, 
which contain 35 per cent of Argen- 
tina’s total wheat acreage, the area 
seeded ig only 37 per cent, with fur- 
ther sowing virtually impossible. 

Downturns of Chicago wheat prices 
today were in the face of extremely 
adverse crop reports from Canada, 
accompanied by curtailment of esti- 
mates of yield. One estimate placed 
the 1935 probable total Canadian out- 
put at less than the 275,000,000 bush- 
els harvested in 1934. 

Primary domestic receipts of wheat 
today totaled large, 1,729,000 bushels, 
against 811,000 a year ago. The move- 
ment in the southwest, though, is ex- 
pected to reach its peak the next week 
or two. 

Corn, oats and rye took their cue 
mainly from wheat action. 

Provisions were stimulated by soar- 
ing hog values, and went to fresh 
top price records, but afterward re- 
ceded somewhat.

ATLANTA SPOT COTTON. 

Atlanta spot cotton closed 
steady; middling 20 points down 
at 12.°9; receipts 243; shipments 
136; stocks 35,019.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 8.—(4)— 
The government told the cotton trade 
how big a crop to expect and what 
it planned to do about it today. The 
market’s net reaction was declines 
averaging $1 a bale. 

First of the advices from Washinge 
ton to reach the exchange was the 
bureau's estimate of 11,798,000 bales 
for the coming crop. About 400,000 
bales above the private estimates re 
leased earlier this month, the gov- 
ernment’s figure was considered to be 
potentially bearish. But after the 
market reopened following the report 
traders showed no alacrity about of- 
fering cotton. 

Prices dipped a few points on the 
call after the bureau statement, but 
quickly recovered and held a narrow 


—_ 

hen the statement by Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace was received 
and digested by the trade. The secre- 
tary’s analysis of the cotton situation 
and his statement about offering “ade- 
quate credit facilities” was interpret- 
ed by the trade to mean that the 
question of a loan would not be de 
cided until late this fall. 

Activity Picks Up. 

The market picked up activity on 
this report and prices Fos to slip 
off. Just before noon, active months 
were down $2 a bale in the case 
of October and from $1 to $2 a bale 
for other months. Profit-taking and 
short covering halted the decline and 
during the afternoon options came 
back point by point to close from 16 
to 24 points lower, net for the day. 
October came back across the 11-cent 
level to finish at 11.07, but Decem- 
ber at 10.97, January at-10.06, March 
at 10.94 and May at 10.93, did not 
regain as much of their earlier losses. 

In Addition the large crop in the 
offing as reported by the bureau the 
yield per acre, estimated at 198.1 
pounds, was bearish. Only twice in 
the past 20 years has an average yield 
this high been made by the American 
cotton crop. 

Consensus of traders on the Wal- 
lace announcement was that it was 
“unsatisfactory.” Most of the trade 
had hoped that the loan uncertainty 
would be cleared up after the first 
crop estimate, but inferred from the 
secretary's remarks that they will have 
to wait until fall for a definite figure.

BREAK OF $1.50 BALE : 
OCCURS ON N. Y. MARKET. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—P)—A 
break of approximately $1.50 a bale 
in cotton futures today was attributed 
to selling influenced by higher gov- 
ernment crop figures than expected 
and uncertainty over government crop 
loans this season. 

October sold off from 11.41 to 11.02 
and closed at 11.12 with the general 
market at net losses of 13 to 21 
points. 

A slightly lower opening was fol- 
lowed by rallies which carried the mar- 
ket about 5 to 12 points net higher 
before business was suspended to re- 
ceive the government crop report at 
midday. 

There was a spurt of selling when 
business was resumed after the publi- 
cation of the official crop figures point- 
ing to a yield of 11,798, bales or 
about 400,000 bales above the average 
of recent private reports. Active 
months broke about 37 to 40 points 
from the early highs under the mid- 
afternoon pressure. This met renew- 
ed trade buying or covering with last 
prices showing rallies of 8 to 11 points 
from the lowest.
